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Arrer a protracted debate Mr. Du Cane's resolution 
was negatived by a majority of 116.

in a House of 562 members. It follows that some 
who supported Mr. Dieraeli's motion must have 
shifted sides and voted with Ministers. 
The result of the division this morning can surprise 
no one. Although Mr. Disraeli's motion was not a 
party move, still the large majority of sixty-three 
proved that Government had found means to pro- 
pitiate opponents, or to subsidise waverers. As at 
Lamia the Athenians suddenly found themselves de- 
serted by sworn confederates, with whom Antipater 
had secretly and separately treated, so the Conserva- 
tives were abandoned, at the commencement of the 
contest, by those who had most earnestly urged them 
to undertake it. Mr. Gladstone, like a man flying 
from wolves, has thrown out portions of his Budget 
to every pack as it assailed him. The great brewers 
of London are still to maintain their lucrative mono- 
poly of decoctions, manipulated with coculus indicus 
and prussie acid; and this concession has gained the 
Ministry twenty votes! Dublin, for the present, 
is not to have every third house a dramshop, where 
the unwary and innocent may be drugged by 
adulterated French wines. This concess:on quicted 
the Licensed Vintners of Dublin, who form a body 
by no means without Parliamentary influence. Mr. 
Gladstone has promised to relieve the grievances of 
the silk-throwers, the export and import merchants, 
the hop-growers, and the linen manufacturers. Ile 
even wavers respecting the laper-duties, and cer- 
tainly defers the repeal of the duty until October, 
and thus again consults the selfish interests of a 
monopoly. True, the Budget will lose its essential 
character. It will come out of the crucible of the 
committee so thoroughly altered as not to be re- 
cognised as the same. The Whigs were never 
very strongly wedded to their financial theories; 
they make a sudden dash to astonish men and impress 
the people with an idea of their wondrous 
cleverness ; but, if strenuously opposed, they are 
ready to yield up everything but place. ‘Their 
Budget appears as a balloon suddenly collapsed. 

The division, however, establishes two things — 
firstly, a majority of the Louse has decided that it 
is desirable to sacrifice revenue, even though there 
be an actual deficit. It is as ifa man already encum 
bered should fling away the only remuncrative 
portion of his property, and, like Mr. Macawber, 
live in hopes of “ something turning up.” Whenever 
a statesman fails to prove by argument the equity of 
his proposals, he runs over the pages of that old 
almanac, History, and is safe if any other statesman 
has been guilty of similar imprudence. Armed with 
a precedent, Mr. Gladstone fancies himself invulne- 
rable, and silences an opponent by proving that some 
one else had acted so before. Sir Robert Peel sacri- 
ficed revenue in 1842, and brought in the Income- 
tax to aid the Customs in clearing the deficit : there- 
fore Mr. Gladstone is justified in flinging away three 
millions of revenue, abolishing all customs, and com- 
pelling us to depend, in the midst of peace. upon an 
odious tax which should, from its very nature, be 
available only during war. 

Secondly, the majority has determined that it is 
quite right, moral, and becoming the character of the 
House of Commons to make a solemn engagement 
with the people for the cessation of a most oppressive 
tax, and then to turn round upon them and double it, 
because they bore it patiently. Noone spoke more 
decidedly against an Income-tax than Mr. Gladstone, 
in 1833. It was then “oppressive,” 
“unfair,” and “ inquisitorial.” Last year be repeated 
his engagement of six years previous, and marked 
out 1860 as the limit for its duration. Now he asks 
for its continuance for “one year more,” while he 
flings away every source of revenue which could ren- 
der its abolition possible hereaft cr. 

To the Whigs Ireland owes the infliction of the 
Income-tax, and to the same party she is indebted, 
not only for its continuance, but for its increase. A 
puisne J udgeship, the offices of Attorney and Solicitor- 
General, two County Chairmanships, and divers 
smaller offices were bestowed on the Papal party 
during the week which preceded the discussion on the 
Budget. In the prospect of peace vows of hostility 
to the declared enemies of the Pope were clean for- 
gotten, and Ultramontanes voted for the“ destroyers’ 
of the Papacy. Every man who must pay £8 6s. 8d, 
from his narrow stipend of £200 a’ycar may, perhaps 
think he pays too dearly for Mr. Fitzgerald's Judge- 
ship, or Mr. Deasy's elevation to the rank of Attor- 
ney-General. The result of this debate is to estab- 
lish a precedent for all future adventurous statesmen, 
who may attempt to supply a deficiency by making 
it greater; and who may reward the patience of the 
people by doubling their burdens. 

It is well to remark that Mr. Disraeli stated he had 
no dislike toa Treaty with France, having himself 
endeavoured to negociate a Treaty with that Power 
in 1852. His objection lay against the present Treaty 
“because it was bad in itself, and calculated to create 
“ dissentions between the two countries ; and, lastly, 
“ because it added to an increasing deficit of revenue.” 
Mr. Gladstone has proved himself the true follower 
of Sir R. Peel. That statesman, in 1545, introduced 
an Income-tax, “ te continue only three years; yet,

Lord John Russell will soon be engaged in cor- 
recting the mischief occasioned by his own Reform 
Bill. As the father of all Reform Bills, he claims a 
right to correct his offspring. By the Bill of 1852 
the Whigs hoped they had secured power to their 
own clique for acentury. They certainly took every 
precaution possible to do so. All small boroughs in 
possession of Conservatives were summarily doalt 
with; where a consistent Whig ruled the consti- 
tuency, that borough was immaculate and untouched. 
Every exertion was made to overthrow the natural 
influence of property, and to make way for the ad 
vancing surge of Democracy. Nor was it without 
effect. For thirty years, with the exception of two 
brief periods, the Whigs, in combination with Radi- 
cals, have held office. The result is, a Civil Service 
expenditure springing up from 42,500,000 to 
£7,500,000 a year; war estimates at £30,000,000, 
instead of £12,000,000; two great wars and four 
little wars; and, last of all, a deficit of 410,000,000. 
and an Income-tax of 10d. in the pound. 

There is an elasticity in Conservatism which causes 
it to spring up, like the palm, against opposing obsta- 
cles; and Lord John Russell saw that, if he would 
hand down a vested right in Government to Whig 
families, every member of which is born a states- 
man at least as far as 
must join with the Radicals in creating a broad-based 
as well as a broad-brimmed constitution. Three 
abortive attempts were made to bring his progeny 
to light: three times had the father of Reform to lament 
the premature decease of his untimely brood. He had 
attempted the disfranchisement of boroughs on nu- 
merical principles, and then on geographical, and 
lastly, on political. Ile proposed new boroughs in 
one bill, ouly to erase them in another. Every bill 
had a different distribution of seats. Now he argued 
for the representation by minorities; now for the 
cumulative vote; now for fancy franchises. New 
votes were to be created either on educational or 
monetary qualifications, and lastly upon no qualifi- 
cation whatever. Jo compare any two of Lord John 
Russell's bills, they would appear not only to be the 
production of different politicians, but of hostile 
parties, each being antagonistic to the other two. 

In one point, however, they were uniformly con- 
sistent. Wherever a constituency had exhibited a 
reaction towards Conservatiem, there the Radical 
element was to be introduced to overpower it. In 
England this was to be effected by cutting a town in 
two, and considering one part to be in the county. 
Sometimes a portion of the county was amalgamated 
with the town. Now three Radical townships were 
to be joined with one Conservative, while three 
Conservative boroughs rolled inte 
one. Ilere the freemen were to be disfranchised, 
there new freemen were to be enrolled, or the old 
freemen were to be overborne by a multitude of 
“havenothings” from the dregs of the populace.

Although Sardinia has bearded her, and the 
French hmperor has broken with her priesthood in his 
own country, yet there are Monarchs who still cherish 
her policy and are proud to follow her example It wns 
but a few cays since that l’apal indignation drove our 
correspondent from Rome; now we have another excom- 
munication to chronic'e—the nes has ben suppressed 
throughout the Austrian Empire. The copies which 
arriv el by post have been N17 il, and it is ros lnimed 
that the errmg journal will no longer be suffered to seduce 
\ustrian subjects from their allegiance. We mention 
the event not with the purpose of mak ng any complaint 
[he copies of this paper sold throughout the Austrian 
Empire are probably not more than are taken by any 
populous market-town in England, and as far as ourown 
interests are concerned the prohibition will have not 
the slightest effect. But this act of the Executive is 
of the utmost importance to ite own character. It will 
now appear that Austria, worsted in her military 
struggle with France, and worsted in her political strug 
gle with the Italian people, has confessed her defeat by 
an act of peevishness worthy only of a third-rate duke- 
dom.

Pope gave us ho encouragement to hope that liberal 
opinions would prevail in the councils of Vienna, vet so 
grvat was the fear of French violence throughout 
Europe, that we only expressed the general feeling of 
our owt country and its more peaceable neighbours in 
protesting against avy attack on the Austrian domi- 
nions, However, war came, and with it the total defeat 
of the Austrian arms ; we were bound to accept accom- 
plished facts, and, when the general peace ef Europe 
was no longer endangered, we could not but rejoice that 
Lombardy had passed under another rule, and the 
States of Central Italy established their independence 

Yet even in her present misfortune Austria has well. 
wishers, not for her own sake, but for their own 
Though no human being cares for the permanence of a 
Government which violates every maxim of political 
and social science, Which makes itself hated equally by 
the soft and cultivated Italian and by the more primitive 
llungarian, yet there is among thinking men in England 
a disinelination to see the chief Power of Central Europe 
entirely dissolved and its provinces turned into petty 
States at the mercy of more powerful neighbours. This 
feeling, although to a certain extent a selfish one on 
the part of her neighbours, Austria would do well to 
encourage. She has not too many friends, and, although 
she may affect to have her spirit unbroken by her re.

ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY.

The CHANCELLOR of the EXCHEQUER id he was 
sorry he had not had the opportunity on the night of the 
financial statement of entering as much into detail on the 
important question of drawbacks as would have been desira- 
ble for the information of the louse and the parties. As 
matters stood he had no cheice bat te pat them off until the 
discussion of the resolution affecting the duties on wines. 
The Government bad no intention vt proposing that a draw- 
back should be granted on wine, except to the extent which 
he had already announced—of the difference between the 
present duty on wine and the duty of 3s. which they were 
about to propose ; and that concession would be limited to 
the parties who had complied with the Treasury minute of 
1843, With respect to the letter of July 24, 1845, be had no 
hesitation in saving that the Government did not recognise 
that letter as conferring any rights or claims on the parties, 
en the ground that ut had been expressly revoked eight vears 
ago, and had no reference to any transactions which had 
taken place since that time.

THE GARTAN SHEEP CASF—OFFICIAL 
VESTIGATION., 

When the report of the alleged destruction of sheep 
upon Mr. Adair's mountain of Gartan found its way to 
the public, a short time ago, the Standard was the first 
journal in Derry to demand a searching investigation, as 
we had good reason for distrusting both the fact re 
ported, and the careless manner in which matters of a 
similar kind have been frequently disposed of. On 
Thursday last, the required investigation took place 
at Churchhill, near Letterkenny, before John Stewart, 
Eeg. J. P., of Gartan House; John Chambers, Esq., 
J. F., Fox-Hall, Letterkenny ; and Theobald A. Dillon, 
Ksq., R M., Donegal. James Murray, Mr. Adair’s 
land-steward, was examined, but all the account 
he could give was, that in October last he had 492 
sheep, and in January he could find only 375, and 
allowing twenty to have died from natural causes, he 
concluded that the remainder had been maliciously 
destroyed, as there was a bad feeling in the country 
against Mr. Adair! In his cross-cxamination, this 
witness repeatedly contradicted himself, and was proved 
by other witnesses both to have concealed the truth, 
and to have shown no anxicty to aid the police in 
searching forthe missing sheep, whilea considerable 
number of skins, about which he had kept silence, 
were found in his house. The police, it will be recol- 
lected, discovered amongst the mountains the bodies of 
between sixty and seventy of the missing animals, 
which had evidently perished from the inclemency of the 
weather, and Sub Inspector Hemsworth repeatedly of- 
fered to produce testimony to the extraordinary fact that 
on a former occasion,a man in Mr. Adair’s employment 
had been seen hunting down sheep with dogs, aud burying 
them ina hole! It is needless to go at length into the 
details of this case, which, during the proceedings, mem- 
bers of the bench did not scruple to characterise in 
strong language adapted to their conviction of its merits. 
The tollowing is acopy of the decision adopted by the 
magistrates, viz:— 

Ihe bench are unanimously of opinion that no sheep 

lon ring to Mr. Adair were meliciously injured or done 
away with; and, through the able assistance of the Sub- 
Inspector and the Constabulary under his command, we 
find that sixty-six sheep have been found dead from the 
inclemency of the weather, as there was no mark of ar) 
on them. ’ 
This startling transaction will, we hope, have the effect 
of inducing future caution in regard io missing animals, 
for whose malicious destruction no rational motive can 
be assigned on the one side, while a very obvious tempta- 
tion may exist on the other.

Tur Auma Wate Fisursnxy.—Keferring to the 
American whale tisheryfor 1859, the “ Peterhead Senti- 
nel“ says i—"' The result is pot so satisfactory as we had 
anticipated ; indeed, it will be seen that there are indi- 
cations of a gradual deeline. Going back seven years, 
we find that the number of vessels was nearly 670 ; on 
the Ist Jan,, 1860, it was only 571, showing a decrease, 
as compared with the previous year, of 54 vessels, with 
an aggregate of 18,066 tons; and it is calculated that 
there will be as great a falling off during the current 
year. The whole imports tor 1859 were as follows :'— 
Sperm, 9,141 tons; whale, 19,041 tons; bone, 
1, 9 23,830 lb. From this it appears that there has been 
an excess over the year 188— in sperm of 946 tons 
whale, 819 tons; and in bone, 388, 001b. The exports 
of oil and bone were ;—Sperm, 5,221 tons; whale, 818 
tons; and bone, 1,707, 0b. This shows that the ex- 
port of oil in 1859 largely exceeds that of 1858, while 
that of whale has been light. As regards prices, the 
average of whale oil was, in 1838, 2s. Ad., and in 1859, 
2s. Oid. per gallon. During the same periods the 
prices in this country were respectively 26. 9d. and 2s. 
5d. pergallon. In America sperm oil, in 1858, was 5a, 
Id. ; and in 1859, 38. 8d, per gallon, against 7s. to 88. in 
this country. ‘There is a steady and increasing demand 
for sperm oil, we are juformed, both in America and Eu 
rope, and it is calculated that the price will go on ire 
creasing.”

The chances of war carly in
